‘Trains Run With Negro Firemen. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 28.—Carrying a 
negro fir¢man, the first train of any 
sort to run over the Georgia Railroad 
for more than five days, an engine and 
a mail car, left here at 7:30 this morn- 
“ing. 

The traifii pulled out through a deep 
lane of spectators at the station, but 
there was no demonstration. 

A train carrying the regular crew, in- 
cluding a negro fireman also left Augus- 
ta this morning. The train consisted of 
mail cars only, manned by mail clerks. 
No demonstration marked its departure. 

Reports from Harlem, Booneville and 
Thomson, the latter 4 miles out of 
Augusta, say the train passed through 
those places without incident. 

‘When the train passed Crawfofds- 
ville indignation was freely expressed 
over the presence of the negro firemen, 
but there was no demonstration. Many 


‘persons said they preferred to do with- 


out mail than have it brought by 
negro firemen. The sentiment was 
strongly expressed that the people of 
this community were willing, if neces- 
sary to undergo privations to help the 
striking firemen, 

At Thomson there was joy at getting 
the mail anf the crowd at the station 
accepted the presence of the negro fire-

Will of Standard Oil Genius 
Creates Trust Funds for 
His Relatives.

Massachusetts Residence Left 
to Son, Who Is Named as 
One of Executors.

NEW YORK, May 2.—The will of 
Henry H. Rogers, who was the first 
vice-president and the right arm of the 
Standard Oil Co., was filed for pro- 


bate in thfs city today. It leaves noth- 


ing to charity. The only bequest made 
outside the Rogers family is that of 
$100,000 to Fairhaven, Mass., to be used 


for the improvement of the primary and 
grammar schools of that city. It was 
in Fairhaven that the captain of finance 
got his early education, and in his later 
years he made many gifts to the city. 

It is variously estimated that the 
estate left by Mr. Rogers is worth from 
$40,000,000 to $100,000,000, but the amount 
is not set forth in the will. 

Provides Annuity of $100,000. 

The will gives to the widow the use 
of the New York City residence and 
sets aside a trust fund of from $2,500,- 
000 to $3,000,000 go provide an annuity 
for her of $100,000. At her death this 
trust fund is to -be returned to the 
residuary estate. Mr. Rogers leaves his 
residence at Fairhaven, Mass., and his 
real estate there to his son, Henry H. 
Rogers Jr. 

Various trusts, ranging in amounts 
from $10,000 to $200,000 each, and alto- 
gether aggregating $500,000, are created 
for the benefit of Mr. Rogers’ collateral 
relatives. The income from these trusts 
is to be paid to the various beneficiaries 
during their lives, and on their deaths 
the principal of the t:ust funds will re- 
vert to the residuary estate of the tes- 
tator. 

Trast Fund for His Children. 
_Mr,’ Rogers, after making these be- 
questg, divided his residuary estate into 
four. trust funds, one for the benefit 
of each of his children. When the chil- 
dren attain the age of 40, they each are 
to receive one-half of the principal of 
tho trust created for the'> benefit, the 
other half is to be held in trust during 
the life of each child, but to each child 
is given the power to dispose of the 
principal o. the trust by will. 

Four Children Share Equally. 

The four children of Mr. Rogers who 
share equally in hig residuary estate, 
are named in the will as follows: Anne 
Engle Benjamin, Clara Leeland Brough- 
ton, Mai Rogers Coe and Henry Hutles- 
ton Rogers. 

It is provided in the will that the cost 
of any litigation that may be instituted 
in. regard to bequests shall be deducted 
from the bequest of the litigant. 

Mr. Rogers’ works of art, bric-a-brac, 
books, plate, etc., are left to his widow. 
To his son he willed his jewelry and 
personal effects. 

May Dispose of the Property. 

Mr. Rogers gives to his trustees full 
authority to retain any of his property 
in the same form of investment as that 
in which it came to them at his death, 
or in their discretion to dispose of all or 
any part of such property, which is real 
or personal. They are permitted to in- 
vest the personal estate in real estate, 
Government bonds, insbonds secured by 
real eState mortgages or in standard 
stecks or bonds of railroads in the 
United States or Canada. 

The will was dated May 7, 1907. 

The executors of the will are Henry 
H. Rogers Jr., son of the testator; John 
W. Sterling of New Youk, Walter P. 
Winsor of Fairhaven, Mass., and the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Co. of New 
York. 

The only estimates given with the will 
were that the real estate is worth more 
than $10,000 and the personal estate ex-~- 
ceeds $10,000.

ABILENE, Tex., ay 28.—Tom Bar- 


nett, a cattleman, convicted of the 
murder of Alex Sears, another cattle- 
man, was shot to death in his cell in 
the Taylor County Jail at 1 a. m. to- 
day by a mob of masked men after the 
lynchers had failed to break into his 
cell, and after they had seriously in- 
jured L. L. Pevey, the jailer, in a 
struggle for his pistol. 

Barnett was in jail pending an ap- 
peal from his conviction, and, while, 
Gissatisfaction had been expressed in 
Abilene because he had received only 
a life sentence, excittment which wag 
Ligh following the murder of Sears, ap- 
parently had died out. 

The masked men drove to the jail in 
buggies and quietly entered the lower 
floor atlaem. Jailer Pevey wa’ asleep 
in his room and when he was awak- 
ened with the command that he point 
out the cell of Barnett he drew his 
pistol. He soon was ovérpowered, how- 
ever, and his weapon was taken from 
him. The mob then ineffectually pleaded 
with him to turn over the keys to the 
ce) ls. 

Jailer’s Family Guarded. 
" The family of the Jailer then was 
put under guard to prevent telephone 
messages from being sent and the elec- 
tric wires were cut. Going upstairs the 
mob forced open the doors of the outer 
corridor and found Barnett in his cell. 
The lynchers tried for some time to 
batter down the bars, but the iron with- 
stood their attack, and, at a signal, re- 
volvers and shotguns were leveled and 
Barnett fell dead, the aim of almost 
every man in the mob having been true. 

The lynchers quietly drove away. As 
the crowd was’ leaving the prison it be- 
came known that the Jailer had been in- 
jured severely in the struggle and one 
member of the mob returned to Pevey’s 
room and wept and prayed over his 
prostrate form. It is declared Pevey’s 
family can identify members of the 
mob and Taylor County authorities to- 
day promised that arrests soon would 
be made. 

The lynchers worked so quietly that 
Abilene citizens did not know of the 
attack on the jail until Pevey sounded 
an alarm after the mob had bi gece 


Victim’s Body Burn 
Sears came to Abilene from Shs home 


in Anson on the night of Feb. 1, with 
the intention of selling a lot of Cattle 
to Barnett for more than $6000. Sears 
arrived here at 9:45 p. m. and was seen 
in a cafe later. Shortly before 2 a. m. 
the next day a school building in Cal- 
lahan County, 12 miles east of Abi- 
lene, was burned and in e ruins was 
found a body which afterward was 
identified as that of Sears. At 4:30 a. 
'm. the same day the barn on the farm 
of Tom Barnett, one and one-half miles 
west of Barnett, was. burned, with a 
buggy, which it housed. 

Tracks showing that a buggy went to 
the burned schoolhouse from Abilene 
and returned here were found soon aft- 
er the fire, and shoes taken from one of 
Barnett’s horses fitted the tracks leading 
to the schoolhouse. Sears’ watch and 
chain were found along the road over 
which the buggy traveled to the school- 
house, and on a bridge along the route 
were bloodstains. 

This circumstantial evidence caused 
Barnett’s arrest. The State’s theory at 
his trial was that he killed Sears in 
carrying out a scheme to pay for the 
cattle by a spurious transfer of real 
estate. The jury convicted Barnett in 
the District Court April 4 and sentenced 
him to life imprisonment.

“ONLY A SWITCHMAN,” SUICIDE 
FELT HE HAD FAILED IN LIFE 


Son of Des Moines (lo.) Dentist 
Cuts Throat in Room at 


Venice, Til. 
The oeft-expressed regret that he was 
“only a switchman” while his father 
and other members of his family had 
“succeeded in life,” is believed to have 
been the reason why Arthur G. Tay- 
lor, 33 years old, a son of Dr. J. A. 
Taylor, a Des Moines (Io.) dentist, cut 
his throat and killed himself in his 
room at Ernest Link’s home in Venice. 
The suicide occurred Wednesday even- 
ing. The body was not found until 
Thursday night, when Taylor failed to 
respond to calls and an investigation 
was made. : 
Taylor was an “extra’”’ switchman for 
the Terminal Railroad, and last month 
only had seven working days. He fre- 
quently remarked bitterly that he 
seemed unable for some reason {0 
“make good.”’ He was in a volunteer 
regiment during the war with Spain. 
An inquest was held Friday and his 
relatives have been notified by tele- 
graph.

FATHER MILES, 
JESUIT 08 YEARS, 
DIES OF OLD-AGt 


For Twenty Years He Was 
Spiritual Adviser at St. 
Louis University. 








The Rev. . Father Thomas H. Miles, 
S. J., for the past 2 years spiritual di- 
rector of St. Louis University and con- 


fessor to hundreds of priests in the dio- 
cese of St. Louis, died at 7 o’clock Fri- 
day morning of infirmities incident to 
old age. He would have been 78 years 
old had he lived until August. 

Complete arrangeinents have not been 
made for the funeral, which probably 
will take place ‘Monday. 

Father Miles belonged to one of the 
oldest. anci most distinguished” families 
in the United States, and one that has 
furnished many priests and sisters to 
the church. His remote American an- 
cestor was Adam Hill, who came to 
Maryland from England in 1634. 

I’'ather Miles was born and educated 
in Bardstown, Ky., and after being ad-. 
mitted to the Society of Jesus 58 years 
ago came to St. Louis. Since then he 
has been nere at intervals, witi! 20 vears 
ago he came here to stay. 

In the meantime he had been president 
of St. Xavier’s College in Cincinnati, 
president of St. Ignatius College in Chi- 
cago, and was one of the first officers of 
Creighton University, Omaha, Neb. 

He was an accomplished musician, a 
man of kindly and even temper, whose 
advice was sought by priests all over 
the country. He had a remarkably dis: 
tinguished appearance and bearing, to 
which his white hair and colorless com- 
plexion attracted attention. 

For two years he has been gradually 
failing, but none of his confreres be- 
lieved his condition serious until a 
week ago. 

He had several relatives in this city.

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The fi election of Representative 
bination of Democrats and Republicans in the 
Illinois Legislature is a report of the probability 
of the candidacy of Carter Harrison for Mayor 
of Chicago and of Democratic success there un- 
der the leadership of Roger Sullivan. 

One searches in vain for a common ground of 
principle upon which Democrats and Republi- 
cans could have stood in yoting for Lorimer.

Lorimer differs 
from no other leader on this question except ia 
prominence. 

If the Democrats of the Illinois Legislature had 
picked a statesman in hearty sympathy with such 
Western Republican leaders as Dolliver, Cum- 
mines, La Follette, Bristow and others tn the Sen- 
ate who stand for genuine tariff reduction and 
against trusts and privileges, justification might 
be found for thefr combining with Republicans 
to elect him. He could have served Democratic 
ends in congressional legislation. But Senator- 
elect Lorimer is a machine Republican who 
stands for everything his party organization 
wants. He was elected by a machine combine. 

The Illinois incident emphasizes the peculiar 
situation exposed by the tariff debate and the 
tariff votes in Congress. Powerful elements of 
both parties are coming together for spoils. The 
Chicago report is probably a part of the explana- 
tion of the alliance which brought about the Lori- 
mer victory. It suggests that the cuestion “What 
is a Democrat?” may. be changed to a more 
piquant form, ‘“‘Why is a Democrat?”

CONTRADICTORY CROP REPORTS. 

The confusion in the crop reports is becoming 
so great and the contradictions manufactured by 
speculators so frequent that they are losing value 
as indices of crop conditions. 

Mr. Patten persuaded a good many people that 
a famine of wheat was impending, although re- 
assuring bulletins were issued from the Agri- 
cultural Department which had sources of in- 
formation infinitely better and more numerous 
than any possessed by Patten or any other 
speculator. Last week it was given out that 
the wheat crop of Oklahoma and Western Kan- 
sas as ruined and that the two states together 
would not produce more than 40,000,000 bushels. 
This was immediately followed by reports that 
Kansas was good for 80,000,000 alone, and Ok- 
lahoma was not behindhand. 

Misleading reports which disturb the markets 
and make busizess ventures doubtful are pubiic 
mischiefs which ought by some means to be 
suppressed. The subject is probably within the 
sphere of effective legislative »owers. But with- 
out this governmental protection buyers and sell- 
ers can protect themselves. The government re- 
ports have ali the advantages which arise from 
a strong organization of trained experts. Why 
not accept them instead of catching at the mouth- 
ings of gamblers who are trying to clean up a 
fortune by running a corner? 
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Perhaps Lorimer, standpatter, high protection- 
ist Kepublican, who is said to have been elected 
by the aid of 5. Democratic votes, can answer 
the question: ‘What .s a Democrat?” 
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THE STORY OF A TOP.

Had not the simple, pathetic little story ap- 
peared in these columns the old man might have 
laid two or three days unwept. It is conceivable 
that he would have gone on the record among the 
“mysterious disappearances” and been remem- 
bered by his children and grandchildren with 
heavy hearts. 7 

It is not necessary to live in glass houses, but 
in these modern days experience has repeatedly 
proven that publicity is indispensable, and when 
circumstances require, the light should be turned 
on the most trifling details of private life. No 
one can say when a social connection will be estab- 
lished with these trifles. And in such cases as 
in that of Adam Guetterman the benefit accrues 
to the individuals concerned. 

Only those who are morbidly sensitive or who 
have.something which they think it is to their 
interest to conceal, will deprecate the work of 
the newspapers in giving publicity to the mat- 
ter-pf-fact incidents of life which often appear 
so unimportant. Society is interested in every 
individual and, while his right to privacy should 
be scrupulously respected, society ‘has its rights, 
which have equal claim to respect. If people will 
co-operate with newspapers instead of trying to 
discourage and hamper the efforts of reporters, 
the accuracy and correctness of news reports will 
be improved, cleaner and better “news” wil} find 
its way to publicity and society wij] become so- 
clalized through a quickened interest in the for- 
tunes of its members.

Report Careless Barber. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In reply to a letter in yesterday evening’s Post- 
Dispatch from ‘“‘Observer,” relative to the condition 
existing in a St. Louis barber shop, beg to state that 
we have a State Board of Barbers’ Examiners, cre- 
ated by law, which has for its object the elimination 
of just such conditions as the Observer refers to. 
This board has succeeded in improving the sanitary 
conditions of barber shops to a great extent, and it 
is only through their attention being called to such 
conditions as this that they may know where they 
exist. Rule 9 of the Prescribed Rules and Regula- 
tions of the Barbers’ State Board of Examiners, in 
conjunction with the State Board of Health, it is 
specifically demanded that each and every patron 
shall have fresh, clean towels, whether in schools, 
colleges or shops. The State Board has the power 
to revoke the license of any barber for the viola- 
tion of rules laid down by said board. It is the duty 
of “‘Observer’’ and all others who are familiar with 
these unsanitary conditions to notify the State Beard 
of Barbers’ Examiners, 312 Granite Building, Fourth 
and Market streets. The State Board of Hxaminers 
notified 150 proprietors some two months ago to 
comply with all the sanitary conditions as laid down 
by the State Board of Health. A number of these 
shops have not .complied with the notice. Hence 
they will be cited to appear before the board in the 
next few days and show cause why their license 
should not be revoked. If the public will co-operate, 
with the State Board of Barbers’ Examiners it will 
be instrumental in bringing about better service and 
more sanitary conditions in the barber shops.

Good Plumbing Requires Brains.

Please publish the following in defense of the law 
requiring plumbers to pass an examination, for the 
information of ‘‘Fourex.’’ To begin with, the plumb- 
ing business is similar to the ministry in this re- 
spect, that “many are called, but few are chosen.” 
Most every man connected with the building indus- 
try, upon engaging in conversation with you will 
admit that the early part of his career was spent 
in an attempt to pick up the science of plumbing, 
but something disgusted him and he looked for an- 
other occupation, something less difficult and less 
tedious, less responsible, less technical, something 
most any rum-dum can learn. To start out with 
the required apprenticeship is now five years and 
six months, every day to be spent in learrning only 
a fair insight of the science, as it is impossible for 
an apprentice, no matter how intelligent or how 
much of a genius he may be, to cope with the var- 
ious complications of the business that the older 
mechanic might handle. This alone ig evidence 
enough that plumbing is not such a simple business. 
The mental strain on a man’s mind engaged in the 
plumbing business is far greater than inexperienced 
persons or the ‘‘dubb’”’ that can only tell the differ- 
ence between the monkey wrench and a claw ham- 
mer is capable of conceiving, to say nothing of the 
actual physical labor and endurance that is 
demanded of the mechanic. I know for a 
fact that if a man knows his business, no exam- 
ing board can turn him down, and those that don’t 
ought not to be allowed to jeopardize the pubiie 
health and ruin their property.

Pat Sheedy and “Parson” Da- 
vies Dying, Ed Corrigan 
Loses Millions. 





Three of the best-known sporting men 
in the United States, men whose names 
-have long been known to followers of 
the turf, athletic events, the prize ring 
and the goddess of chance, are ‘‘down 
and out,” as they would be likely. to 
express their conditions. During the 
present week the news columns have 
contained the names of Edward Corri- 
gan, Patrick Sheedy and Charles E. 
Davies in connection with events that 
indicate their near approach to the end 
of their careers. 

Pat Sheedy is at his home in New 
York suffering from fatty de;eneration 
of the heart. His physicians say that 
he cannot live, but the gambler — 
this statement. 

Ed Corrigan, once “the Master of 
Hawthorne,’ is nursing his dying wife 
at Lexington, Ky., with less than $2000 
left of a fortune that was once rated 
in millions. Past 70 years of age, the 
future holds little of promise for him. 

“Parson”? Davies is ill at the home 
of his sister in Chicago. He is a vic- 
tim of a nervous breakdown and his 
physician holds ou: little hope of his 
recovery. 


Once Richest, Now Poorest. 
In comparing the present condition 


of the three men it is interesting to 
note that Corrigan, the man who once 
possessed many times the wealth of 
the others, now has least. He is al- 
most penniless while Sheedy and 
Davies each has enough to keep the

Pat Sheedy, famed all rer the world 
as a monarch of gamblers,, known 


equally well in New York, Paris, 
Cairo, Constantinople, Yokohama and 
San Francisco, is the most picturesque 
figure the world of chance has pro- 
duced in generations. He is known 
everywhere as a “square” gambler 
and. yet in his own cynical philosophy 
he denies that he deserves the reputa- 
tion. The best he ever claimed for 
himself was that he never cheated 
himself. As to whether he cheated 
others wouid depend entirely on the 
strict meaning put on the word 
“cheat.” 
Did Not Claim Honesty. 

Sheedy was always willing to talk 
and he always talked entertainingly. 
would defend the occupation of 
the gambler with a wit that was con- 
vineing, and would as suddenly shift 
and declare that he had lived a mis- 
take all his Mfe and that he would 
now be much better off if he had be- 
come a jeweler or a shoe salesman, 

“I’m on the square now,’’ he once 
said, “but I’m willing to shift if any- 
body can show me that I'll be enough 
the gainer by doing so. If anybody 
can show me any scheme by which I 
can get some of the rich men’s money, 
I want to buy my way 
once,” , 

When considering the question of his 
own life, Sheedy remarked: ‘I have 
climbed the gambler’s ladder rung by 
rung and when I reached the top I 
found these words staring ‘ne in the 
face: ‘You have been a fodl.’ In the 
eyes of my fellow citizens I have been 
a lawbresker all my life, and yet I have 
never been raided, have never been ar- 
rsted and I have never taken an oath. 

“And what have I got to show for it 
all? Nothing except a few pictures that 
I am bel boas to sell. I am a poor man

Saved the “Duchess of Devetehite.” 

It was his word that vaused Sheedy 
to be mixed up the return of the 
stolen “‘Duchess of Devonshire,” the 
noted painting by Gainsborough that 
was bought by J. Pierpont Morgan aft- 
er its return. The painting was stolen 
from an art gallery in London and for 
% years was in hiding. Then Adam 
Worth, the man who stole it, offered 
to return it, making the offer through 
Sheedy. 

The ‘transaction put Sueedy in a light | 
that was not enviable and vet those 
who knew him never suspected for a 
moment that he was anything more 
than he pretended to be, the man 
through whom the negotiations for the 
return of the picture were made—an 
unwilling 2gent of a thief. 


Sheedy gave his “‘word”’—his sole 
asset—to the thief and to those will- 
ing to pay the reward that the pic- 
ture would be returned and that there 
would be no prosecution. His word 
was taken and the money, about $30,- 
000, was given to Sheedy and was by 
Jim given to the holder of the pic- 
ture. It was returned as promised 
after. having made several trips. 


,across the Atlantic and after having 


spent years in storage warehouses, 
Perhaps Sheedy was selected for the 
negotiations because of his known 
love of art. He was in St. Louis a 
few years ago trying to sell a~re- 
markable production by Henner, Mu- 
rillo’s ‘““Magdaleny’ a Ziem, and sev- 
eral other paintings. The gambler 
valued the “Magdalen” at $50,000. 


Says Gambling Does Not Pay. 


The principal reasons that Sheedy 
advanced against the life of a gam- 
bler is that it does not pay. 

“If I were a jeweler or a shoe sales- 
man.” he once. remarked, “and had 
achieved a reputation in either of 
those lines as I have as a gambler, I 
would be a man pointed out and com- 
mended, a man everyone would be 
proud to know. But as a gambler the 
greater my reputation the worse off 
I am. \ 

“Tf I had it to do over again I would 
not be a gambler. The same energy 
put forth in another direction will pro- 
duce better results. There’s More money 
in selling peanuts. But I wouldn't 
take a whole lot for what it has taught 
ae 

Sheedy was often seen at racetracks 
when racing was mo: vogue than 
it is today and yet he er bet a dol- 
lar of his own money on a horse. “It 
is too fierce a game for me,” he would 
say. He would bet money for others, 
but none for himself. He also had a 
horror of ;the stock exchange. 


he would say. “Patrick is willing to 
take a chance, but he wants the chance. 
If the game is with marked cards he 
must know the markings.’’ 

. Bheedy came to St. Louis some years 
ago from Cairo, Egypt, where he was 
running a gambling house. ‘“] am ‘here 
to.test the honor of an American gen- 


'tleman,” he gave as his reason for the 


visit. Within a few hours the ‘Amer- 
4can gentleman,’ a son of a St. Louis 


|} millionaire’ paid $3500 lost in Sheedy’s 


gambling house, together with the ex- 
penses of the trip from Egypt to St. 
Louis. 

SNeedy afterward sued the son of an- 
otner wealthy St. Louisan for $20,000, 
alleging that he had Bought the claim 
from another man. The suit was after- 
ward dismissed and if there was a set- 
tlement outside of court the secret has 
been kept by Sheedy and the few oth- 
ers who knew it. 

And now Sheedy, who is not quite 60 
years old. is “sitting in” a game with 
death, Dispatches from New York say 
that he fighting with his old-time 
pluck. Should he die this ix the epi-. 
taph that he once suggested as fit- 
ting: ‘ 

“Here lies Patrick Sheedy, gambler. 
He might have cheated others; himse:- 
he did not cheat.” 

Old War Exgle Is Drooping. 

; Ed Corrigan was once a great figure 
on the American turf. ‘The Corrigan 
racetracks. the Corrigan horses, the 
Corrigan stock farms—a‘'l these were 
known to all followers of racing. Hg 
bred horses in California and Ken- 
tucky, horses that were raced all over 
the globe and carried Corrigan’s fame 
everywhere. A natural fighter, he made 
many enemies, enemies that he might 
as well have had as his friends. 

He built the Ingleside track in Call- 
fornia, the Elm Ridge track in Kan- 
sas City and the Hawthorne track at 
Chicago. He helped finance the City’ 
Park track at New Orleans. 

f Trouble with rival racing men started 
the trouble which the law. continued. 
The Corrigan interests were dissipated 
In various ways and his millions van- 
ished like mist. His note for $24,000 re- 
‘cently came due in Chicago and Corri- 
gan could not meet it. All he had left 
‘was an interest in the Hawthorne track. 

He journeyed to Chicago to deed that 
interest to the friend who had indorsed 
the note, The frieng took the deed and 
gave Corrigan a bonus of $2000, all that 
is left to the former racing king who 
is now past 70 and without a single 
horse. 

Parson Davies in Athletics. 

Parson Davies has little in common 

with either Corrigan or Sheedy except

in sports. His dctivittfes have been 
largely confined to athietic events. 

He began his career as a promoter 
0. Walking matches and afterwards be- 
came interested in the prize ring. He 
got his soubriquet of “Parson” because 
he looked like a preacher and -talked 
much like one. He was quiet and well-’ 
mannered, spoke in a low voice and 
Seldom if ever used profanity. 

He was the manager of Peter Jack- 
son when the negro giant was a possi- 
ble pugilistic champion. After Jack- 
son's ability SS a fighter was on 
the wane, Davies starred him in “Uncle 
Tom's Cabin." ‘Davies himself played 
the part of the auctieneer in the slave 
sale scene, and it must be said that 
he was a fair actor, ‘His judgment ef 
Jackson was good, for that husky negro 
played Uncle Tom in a satisfactory

Former Member of Jesse 
JamesGang Says He Feared 
He Would Be Killed. 


Special to the Pos*-Dispatch. ‘ 
SANDUSKY, O., May 28.—Tired of be- 


ing hunted by detectives, Harry Rob- 
inson, 64 years old, once a member of 
the Jesse James bandit gang, surren- 
dered to Sheriff Reuter today. He 
pleaded with the Sheriff to keep his 
surrender a secret and te send him te 
Chicago, where, he said, he was wanted 
for bank robberies. 

He said he dared not talk in San- 
dusky, because former associates in rob- 
beries were numerous in the neighbor- 
hood, and he feared in attempt on his 
life. He was taken to Fremont in an 
effort to find nitroglycerin ana money 
he said had been hidden near that city 
in readiness for an attack on a bank in 
Oak Harbor, Erie County. 


Asked to Be Arrested, 
Robinson rushed into Sheritf Reu- 


ter’s office early today, shouting he 
wanted to be arrested. He tried to tell 
the Sheriff of his experiences, but 
swooned after saying he belonged to the 
notorious Jesse James gang and had 
been a bank robber and train robber 
since his youth. 

His clothes were In rags and he was 
in need of medical attention, which was 
given in jail. After he had been re- 
vived he told Sheriff Reuter he and 
two other men planned to blow the safe 
in an Oak Harbor bank and had hidden 
their explosives and kit near Fremont. 
The three had been working in South- 
ern Ohio and narrowly e@caped capture 
near Springfield. 


Feared Fight With Police, 
It was their pursuit by John T. Nor- 


ris, a Springfield detective, who fired 
several shots at them, which decided 
him to seek protection of the police, 
the aged man told Sheriff Reuter. 

Robinson says the trio évaded Norris 
and made their way here partly on 
trains and ‘partly afoot, and that his 
brooding over his past and his dread 
of death in a fight with pelice led him 
to a decision to quit his career of out- 
lawry.

Lafayette, great-grandson of Gen. La- 
fayette, who represented his family at 
the unveiling of the Rochambeau statue 
in Washington, issued a card today re- 
pudiating relationship to N. Lafayette 
Savay, organizer of the American Civic 
Alliance. Emerson McMillan of New 
York, now in St. Louls, is a vice-presi- 

dent of this alllance. 

The Count’s skepticism of Savay’s 
claims will be a shock to many promi- 
nent American families who entertained 
him in the belief that he was a descend- 
ant of the Marquis. 

Savay is not in the city today. 

On the letterhead of the Amercan 
Civic Alliance, of which he is the or- 
ganizer and which is an Organization for 
political study, his name is at the head 
with the superscription, “Lawyer and 
Publicist.’’ Dr. James B. Wasson of St. 
Thomas Church, is treasurer and 
Charles A. Hale secretary. 

Mrs. Donald McLean, president-gen- 
eral of the Daughters of the American 
Revalution, who presided at a meeting 
on Jan. 6, when Savay was introduced 
as great-grandson of Lafayette, is one 
of 12 vice-presidents, and like the others 
in the organization never had occasion 
to believe that Savay was other than 
what he represented himself to: be. 

“Relatives” Meet at Reception. 

The Count de Lafayette first encount- 
ered Savay at the Fifth avenue home 
of a fashionable woman, who arranged 
the meeting unknown to Savay. When 
the Count entered Savay started to 


a detaining hand on his arm and begged 
him to stay. 

“You should be acquainted, since you 
are relatives,’’ she is quoted as saying.

“My mother told me I am a grandson 
of the Gen. de Lafayette,’’ Savay re- 
plied, according to the story, but failed 
to explain further the family connection. 

Despite the Count’s assertion that 
Savay is not a descendant of the Mar- 
quis, this year's issue of ‘‘Who’s Who 
in New York’’ numbers him as a ‘‘great- 
grandson of Gen. Lafayette on his 
mother’s side.’’ 


Savay Among Notables. 
At the first annual dinner of the

tween the Chinese Ambassador and the 
Japanese Ambassador.

OURT DECISIONS 
“TN TENNESSEE 


Presbyterian General Assem- 
bly Criticises Verdicts in 
Factional Contest. 





The assembly’s criticism of the courts, 
which was unsparing, was based on the 
report of the committee on chureh ce- 


operation, which report was written by 
William Henry Roberts D. D., LL. D., 
the stated clerk of the assembly, chair- 
man of the committee and for more 
than twenty-five vears regarded as the 
law-giver of the assembly. 

Adhere to Calvinism. 

It set out in effect that, of the three 
established doctrines with respect to the 
relation of church and state, the theory 
wherein church and state possess dis- 
tinct jurisdiction is the preferable view 
and will be held to in the Presbyterian 
church. 

The report rebukes the Tennessee 
courts for presuming to pass judgment 
upon matter of church doctrine. It rec- 
ognizes the right of courts to pass /upon 
disputes concerning the property, but 
where a relizious helief is concerned the 
report contended that this shall be ad- 
judicated in the church counefis. 

Lost Suits in Courts. 

The report cof the committee was based 
on the legal action begun by anti-con- 
solidation members of the Cumberland 
church wherein they were supported by 
the Tennessee courts and given posses- 
sion of a number of valudble churches: 
which othei wise would have hecume the 
property of the united church. 

It was the contention fn these suits 
that the union forced members of the 
Cumberlend church to recognize a doc- 
trine different from the one to which 
they had originally subscribed.

{Unable to Prove That 


| INDICTED, CALLS 
ACTION UNFAIR 


Executive Declares Govern- 
ment Limited Testimony in 
Town Lot Case. 


FIVE OTHERS ARE HELD 


Oklahoma Grand Jury, Third 
Summoned, Returns True 
Bills Charging Fraud. 


TULSA, Ok., May 28.~—Indictments 
charging fraud in the Muskogee town 
lot cases wene returned by the United 
States grand jury last night against 


Gov. Charlies N. Haskell, F. B. Severs, 
W. T. Hutchins, C. W. Turner, A. Z. 
English and W. R. Eaton. 

The specific charges against Gov. Has- 
kell and the five other men indicted 
are that they conspired to defraud the 
United States, under section 5460 of the 
Revised Federal Statutes, in obtaining 
200 town lots in Muskogee by fraudulent 
scheduling when Creek Nation town lots 
were scheduled eight years ago. 

There are four indictments covering 
three groups of cases as follows: 

First against William T. Hutchins 
and Clarence B, Turner; second, against 
‘Gov. Haskell, Clarence B. Turner and 
Walter R. Easton; and third, against 
Frederick B. Severs and A. Z. English. 

These indictments cover 155 alleged 
offenses, ef which #4 are charged against 
Haskell, Turner and Eaton. 

Bond in each case was fixed at 
$5000, and was furnished promptly. Ar- 
rangements for the trials have not been 
made, but it is thought the cases will 
be heard at an early date. 

This is the second indictment for Gov. 
Haskell in the Tulsa case. The first 
bills were dismissed on a technicality, 
and the Federal authorities at once ve- 
gan preparing new evidence along the 
dines indicated by the Court’s ruling. 

The fight before the grand jury had 
many sensational features. Numerous 
witnesses from Ohio and elsewhere tes- 
tified. ‘Twenty were on the stand yes- 
terday. 

Haskell Charges Unfairness. 
Gov. Haskell tn discussing his indict- 
ment today, said: 

“As a result of four Government at- 
torneys and an army of secret service 
men surrounding the grand jury and 
limiting the testimony to just what suit- 
ed them, indictments have been ob- 
tained against me. I am thoroughly 
satisfied that when the whole facts are 
made known in the open, the Govern- 


‘}ment at Washington will not approve 


of these cases, which practically all 
the people of the locality know have no 
merit and that there has been no vio- 
lation of the law In any particular. 
‘The later disclosures in this case wiil 
speak for themselves, and show plainly 
the origin and intent connected with 
them. The only embarrassment to me 
in the trial is that many witnesses 
must be brought from a great distance 
and will result in much other expense, 
which, unfortunately, I have not the 
means to defray. However, my numer- 
ous friends in Oklahoma, including 
many Republicans, have generously 
shared the expense up to date, a kind- 
ness that I have sincerely appreciated, 


‘Land I only regret the expense of fur- 


ther proceedings on that account.” 
Editer Is Cited, 

Interest in the land fraud proceedings 
was heightened by an order from Judge 
Marshall, citing William Stryker, editor 
of the Tulsa Democrat, te appear before 
the United States Court at McAlester, 
June 14, to answer a charge of contempt 
of court. The order was issued an 
@ petition of District Attorney W. H. 
Gregg, who alleges that Stryker has 
been publishing improper matter about 
the investigation. 

The grand jury returning the indict- 
ments is the third summoned in the 
case. The second, which convened 
April 29, was dismissed before it had 
a chance to vote an indictment. This 
was on the application of the Gevern- 
ment attorneys, who declared that tho 
jurymen had been tampered with.

Informs Biarritz Creditor He 
Cannot Get Blood Out 
of a Stone. 


WAS DEBT OF HONOR 





But Employment of -Lawyer 
Takes It Out of That Class, 
Says Actress.

NEW YORK, May 28.—Correspondence 


between Florence Ziegfeld Jr., the 
theatrical manager, and his wife, Anna 
Held, on the ome side, ana Alfred Bou- 
lant, proprietor of a gaming house at 
Biarritz, France, on the other, forms 
the star exhibit in a suit to recover 
$20,000, just brought here in the Supreme 
Court by counsel for Boulant. Ziegfeld. 
according to the papers in the case, re- 
fuses payment on the ground that the 
money was lost at roulette in Boulont’s 
ganfdling place in the fall of 1995 and 
that as a gambling debt it cannot legally 
be collected here. 

Boulant takes a different view of Wr. 
Ziegfeld's liability. He has a bill of ex- 
change purporting to bear Ziegfeld’s sig- 
nature acknowledging the indebtedness 
and agreeing to pay on a certain date 
The whole matter will be thrashed out 
in court in the near future. Counse] for 
the plaintiff meantime is holding the 
letters as corroboration of his side of 
the case. 

Miss Held, in one: of these, tells Bou- 
lant that he ‘‘can*t get blood out of a 


fortunate gambling experiences in Eun- 
rope”’ have badly tangled his financial 
affairs. 

On the day of her departure for Eu- 
rope, a few weeks ago, Miss Held uan- 
nounced to reporters that sh2 had final- 
ly landed in the millionaire class and 
that at the close of another season she 


on her ample income. 

The bill of exchange bears date of 
Oct. 10, 1905,. and is made payvible on 
Nov. I, that year. It was accepted by 
Ziegfeld on Oct. 16, according to the 
complaint. In Ziegfeld’s reply he says 
that Boulant conducts a gambling place 
in Biarritz “in violation of the laws of 
France,’’ that he played there,at rou- 
letten for credit and not fi cash, and 
that he lost $:4,°% or more. He admiin 
giving the bill of exchange. 


Miss Held Speaks for Husband. 
Several years were spent in dickerins 


over the alleged gambling debt. Then 
Boulant placed the matter in the hands 
of a lawyer. Miss Held, upon learning 
of this, wrote tHis letter to Boulant, 
which is a record in the case: 

New York City, March 1, 1909. 

My Dear Boulant—I learned from 
Mr. Ziegfeld that you have placed 
the matter of his gambling debt to 
you in- the hands of an attorney, 
which is the result of his playing 
“banker” at your casino at Biar- 
ritz. I am rather surprised at the 
step you are taking, as you very well 
know that this money cannot be 
collected through the law, and Mr. 
Ziegfeld feels that as you are plac- 
ing it in,the hands of an attorney. 
there is é6nly one thing for him to do, 
and that is to fight it. 

As long as you kept the matter in 
your own hands he considered it a 
dest of honor, and as soon as he 
was in a position to do so would 
have made a settlement with you; 
but his unfortunate gambling expe- 
riences in Europe at your place, 
whére he lost millions of francs, left 
his financial matters in such a con- 
dition that they were placed in the 
hands of attorneys here, and he was 
practically forced into bankruptcy. 

He is doing the best he can, and 
intends to pay every honorable debt 
he owes, but you can’t get blood out 
of a stone, and I advise your abiding 
the time when Mr. Ziegfeld will be 
financially able to make good for 
any money he ‘may owe you for 
gambling at your place. 

Mr. Ziegfeld has been greatly ha- 
rassed over here by attorneys .who 
wish him to give them power of at- 
torney to take such action against 
the gambling places (which is against 
the law to give him chips), with 
the intention of bringing action 
against such resorts in Europe for. 
the benefit of Mr. Ziegfeld’s cred- 
itors. 

I know that Mr. Ziegfeld wants to 
do the right thing, irrespective of the 
great amount of money he lost with 
you, but you are taking thre wrong 

. course. I beg to remain, sincerely 
yours, ANNA HELD. 

Several letters were written by Zieg- 
feld to Boulant, in which the manager 
sought to gain time. The original let- 
ters are in the possession of attorneys 
for Boulant. 

“This suit has been started four years 
after the affair happened,” said Zieg- 
feld last night, “because it is reported 
that I am making some money now, 
‘and these people think that I'll be will- 
ing to pay over a large amount to 
avoid notoriety. 

“As a matter of fact, I lost $200,000 
hat day in .that gambling house. It 
was a game of baccarat, and I was the 
banker. That amount I paid over to 
the house, and they also contended that 
I owed $20,000 more. I afterward had 
reason to believe that I had, been 
robbed. 

“Now that suit has been started, I. 
shall put in a counter claim for $160,000."
